Fellow Citizens :—The year just closed has been one of 
_ progress to those that have the welfare of the town at 
heart. The experiment of raising the Highway tax in 
_ money has proved highly successful so far as the interest 
of the town is concerned, and has made a saving to the 
town of $879.30, from last vear. The highways are in 
better condition than last year, and unless we have heavy 
rains the coming spring should not cost as much for repairs 
tor the year to come as in the past year, and we earnestly 
recommend that the highway tax be raised in money. 
The town dcbt March 1 1875 amonnted to $3,201.58, which 
has been reduced the past year $1,696.42, leaving the 
total indebtedness March 1, 1876, $1, 505.16.

Those Districts 
which have secured the services of the same teacher for all 
the terms, will not have cause fer regret; while those’ who 
have pursued a coutrary course must see how they have 
suffered by the action of their Committees. Districts No’s 
2, 3,4, 5 and 6 (primary,) and 7, haye had the same teach- 
er for two or more terms. No. 6 (grammar,) has had three 
teachers, aud No. 7 two for their 3 terms. Nos. 1, 9 and 
11 have had but one short term each. It is with no small 
degree of pleasure that I am able to report that one teach- 
er only was required for each of these schools. No. 8 had 
two short terms taught by as many teachers. With the 
records of these sechools betore me, I say again, and more 
emphatically than before, to Prudential Committees and al! 
concerned, {hire your teachers for the entire schol year.” It 
needs no argument to prove that in this way only can the 
greatest good be attained. Be sure you secure the services 
of a good teacher at a fair price, and if youdo not have a 
good. school, it w ill be because as parents and Com inittee 
-you fail in your duties.
